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FERTILIZER  REPORT— 1937 


li'lTRODUGTION 


The  Pennsylvania  Fertilizer  Law,  Act  of  May  1,  1909,  v;lth 
igubsequent  amendments,  requires  the  annual  registration  of  all 
products  intended  for  fertilizing  or  manuring  purposes.    The  Act 
specifically  exempts  the  dung  of  domestic  animals,  marl,  lime  and 
wood  ashes. 

Section  1  requires  the  following  information  to  be  shown 
sacks  or  attached  cards:     (a)  The  number  of  pounds  of  fertilizer 
contained  in  the  package;   (b)  the  nam.e,  brand  or  trade  ^.ark  under 
which  the  fertilizer  is  sold;   (c)  the  name  and  principal  address 
of  the  manufacturer,  importer  or  other  person  putting  the  fertilizer 
on  the  market  in  this  Commonwealth;   (d)  guarantee  for  nitrogen; 
(e)  ™ntee  for  total  phosphoric  acid,  except  in  mixed  and  super- 
DhosDhate  fertilizers;   (f)  guarantee  for  available  phosphoric  acid, 
(g)  guarantee  for  potash  soluble  in  distilled  water. 

In  the  case  of  Mixed  Fertilizers,  all  guarantees  must  be  in 
even  units,  no  fractions  being  permitted,  and  they  further  ranst  he 
'uaranteed  to  contain  at  least  16  units  of  plant  f rod    oased  upon 
guarantees  for  nitrogen,  available  phosphoric  acid  f'jjf f /S^^JJ^i^^r 
potash.    The  minimum  amount  of  any  one  element  permitted  in  a  fertilizer 

is  1%, 

Apnlications  for  registration  are  forwarded  to  each  licensed 
manufacturer  at  the  end  of  the  calendar  year,  and  it  J^^^^^^^H, 
to  report  on  same  the  preceedlng  year's  tonnage  sales  of  each  brand 
in  order  that  license  or  registration  fee  can  be  P-^oP^^^y  ^""JP^^f 
Tonnage  sales  are  likewise  required  for  brands  even  though  they  are 
not  to  be  reregistered. 

The  Agents  of  the  Bureau  of  Poods  and  Chemistry  are  authorized 
to  obtain  official  samples,  which  together  with  reports _ giving  full 
Information  for  each  individual  sam.-le ,  are  fo^v'^raed  airect  to  the 
Laboratory  where  a  check  of  records  is  made  to  determine  whether  the 
brand  is  registered.  V.here  it  is  found  that  these  official  samples 
are  duly  registered,  an  analysis  is  conducted  to  ascertain  whether 
or  not  the  fertilizer  m^ets  its  gxiaranteed  analysis. 

During  the  year  1937  the  a,  ents  of  the  Department  collected 
1,380  official  samnles  and  of  this  number  1,353  representing  531  brands, 
registered  by  46  manufacturers , were  subjected  to  analysis  and 
classified  as  follows:

The  registration  fee  for  each  new  brand  of  fertilizer  I3  $15 
and  where  old  brands  are  to  be  re-registered,  the  scale  of  fees  is 
as  follows:     0  to  150  tons,  .-ilS;  over  150  tons  to  250  tons,  $20- 
over  250  to  400  tons,   y30;   over  400  tons  to  500  tons,  S40;  over' 
500  tons,  550. 

Licenses  were  issued  to  109  manufacturers  to  cover  sales  of 
?.^5^S?o  ^^'^  y*"^^  licenses  included  1,052  brands 

of  which  812  were  mixed  fertilizers  and  240  so  called  "base"  materials 
such  as  nitrate  of  soda,  sulphate  of  ammonia,  bone,  etc. 

The  1937  applications  for  registration  showed  that  313,330  tons 
or  all  classes  of  lertilizers  were  sold  during  the  year  1936 
(compared  with  295,048  tons  sold  during  1935)  and  classified  as 
follows:     Complete  Fertilizers,  231,348  tons;  Ground  Bone  Fertilizers. 
2,791  tons;  Superphosphate  Fertilizers,  58,172  tons;  Lime  Phosphate 
fertilizers,  8,532  tons;  Ammoniated  Phosphate  Fertilizers.  92  tons- 
Rock  and  Potash  Fertilizers,  10,470  tons;  and  Miscellaneous 

i     ?o^?'  including  the  following:  Tankage,  1,588  tons;  Dried 
Blood,  12  tons;  llitrate  of  Soda,  110  tons;  Potash  Salts,  S51  tons: 
Sulphate  of  Ammonia,  574  tons;  and  unclassified  4,010  tons. 

The  1936  tonnage  figure  reveals  that  there  was  supplied  7.200 
"it^°Sen,  36,137  tons  of  available  phosohorlc  add  and 
14,676  tons  of  water  soluble  potash  or  a  total  of  58,013  tons  of 
plant  food.     The  amount  of  plant  food  is  in  excess  of  that  supolied 
during  the  year  1935,  namely  53,466  tons. 


CONCLUSIOHS 


1-    V,    5  t^^,^'^^^  official  samples  analyzed.  111  or  8.20/.'  were  found 
to  be  deficient  in  one  or  more  elements  of  plant  food,  comoared  with 
guarantees  to  the  extent  of  .2%  or  more.    The  proportion  of  deficiencle 
IS  slightly  higher  than  that  reported  for  the  year  1936. 

,  oc;/°"^^'^!^^"f  P^^"*  elements  separately,  44  samoles  or 

3.25,.  were  found  to  be  deficient  in  nitrogen,  43  or  3.18^  deficient  in 
phosphoric  acid  and  32  or  2.37/^  deficient  in  water  soluble  potash. 

Of  the  total  number  of  fertilizers  analyzed,  1011  were  comolete 
fertilizers  and  105  or  10.39%  were  found  to  be  deficient,  44  orU.35fo 
deficient  m  nitrogen,  37  or  3.665^  in  available  phosphoric  acid  and 
oe  or  3.17;s  m  water  soluble  potash. 

pere  the  word  "tobacco"  forms  a  part  of  the  brand  name,  the 

^®        J;''®  °^  chloride.     Official  samples  obtained 

with  the  v/ord  "tobacco"  as  a  part  of  the  brand  name  were,  upon 
analysis,  found  to  have  the  potash  content  in  the  form  of  sulphate. 
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There  was  1  deficiency  of  total  phosphoric  acid  in  the  Groxmd 
Rone  Fertilizers,  1  Superphosphate  Fertilizer  was  deficient  in 
available  phosphoric  acid  and  4  Rock  and  Potash  Fertilizers  were 
deficient  in  available  phosphoric  acid.    The  14  Miscellaneous 
^ertinzers  included  5  samples  of  Nitrate  of  Soda,  2  of  Muriate  of 
Potash    and  1  each  of  Sulphate  of  Ammonia,  Tankage,  Cyanamid, 
Phosphate  and  Tobacco,  Calnitro,  Milorganlte  and  Mineral  Colloids. 
Of  this  class  no  deficiencies  were  noted. 

The  avera-e  unit  values,  estimated  from  the  average  retail 
sellin-  prices;  were  as  follows:    Nitrogen  #2.85,  Available  Phosphoric 
Acid  $1.05,  v.ater  Soluble  Potash  $1.38. 

The  average  retail  selling  price  for  Complete  Fertilizers  was 
§29.26  a  ton,  compared  with  $27.81  for  1936. 

Considering  the  1937  fertilizer  inspection,  it  will  be  noted  that 
8  28=^  of  all  samDles  collected  were  found  to  be  deficient,  which  is 
sil-^htlY  higher  than  the  previous  year's  inspection.    Many  of  the 
sam-les  were  not  seriously  deficient  and  were,  to  a  large  extent, 
balanced  by  overages  in  other  elements,  so  that  there  was  no  monetary 
loss  to  the  consumer.    Action  was  taken  in  those  cases  where  the 
deficiencies  were  found  to  be  of  a  serious  nature.
